IO.—Good roads are essential 
to the progress of our state and 
should receive our most careful

In conclusion permit me to 
say that it makes no difference 
what my individual views are 
upon

The Organization: 
A general 
office to be locate in some one of 
the Southern States and to be a 
clearinghouse through which the 
various state officers clear their 
b u s i n e s s : 2nd. 
A g e n e r a l 
office ih each of the cotton grow­ 
ing States through which the 
business of that particular State 
will pass; 3rd, A County Com­ 
mittee consisting of six citizens 
of each cotton growin county 
4th. Fifty directors to be selected 
and elected by the stockholders 
each State being entitled to its 
proportionate number of these 
directors based on its growth of 
cotton in 1911 compared to the 
total growth, each 300,000 bales 
representing a director.

As president of the Southern 
State Cotten Corporation I earn­ 
estly and sincerely trust that 
you will give the plan presented 
herewith a most through and 
searching investigation. 
Add to 
this an 
investigation 
of 
the

vancing this proposition and I 
am sure that you will be able to 
see the value this Corporation 
will be to tile people of this 
country. 
It 
requires 
only 
publicity and for the people to 
be informed of it for it to become 
an organization in complete and 
successful operation.” 
Now, I appeal to the farmers 
of this conntry to lay aside all 
prejudice and join 
with 
the 
farmers and business men of 
Texas and Georgia who have 
already done into this movement 
and let us accomplish the object 
for which it 
was 
originated. 
They can by taking a majority 
of stock elect such officers as 
they choose and 
control 
its 
affairs. 
There is nothing to hide 
from the public in this Corpora­ 
tion, and it is not intended to 
work for any particular interest 
but for the entire country and 
whenever its power is abused by 
different officers, the means for 
correction is at hand through its 
stockholders.

lf you are interesled in tn e gen­ 
eral progress cf your community 
i the enhancement of property, the 
building of schools, churches, good 
roads, etc., never send away or go 
away from home for an article un­ 
til you have 
first ascertained if 
your local merchant cannot supply 
it at the same price quoted else­ 
where. Don’t send money away 
which your community produces, 
unless you are 
sure that it is to 
your advantage to do so.- If the 
article wanted bears an established 
brand, look for it in the local mar­ 
ket and compare the price, lf it is 
an 
unbranded 
article, 
compare 
both the pric**and quality. Get ac­ 
quainted with the stock carried by 
your local merchant; he as a rule, 
keeps abreast of the times just the 
same as the buying public. 
When 
vou see fomething new advertised, 
look on the shelves in your 
local 
store for it; the chances are your 
merchant is also a reading, think­ 
ing man, interested in 
supplying 
your wants, and has, after reading 
the same advertisement, purchased 
the goods for your approval. 
I was talking with a

not long since when the manager 
of the store across the street in­ 
terrupted to ack for copies of a 
certain magazine, stating
